tarnished by him there was only one defective parcel of

Horatio Hilt and Cyrus Barton, contractors at (mn- 
cord, N. H , appear to have f.iitlifully performed their 
contracts also for these articles. 
'fhe suggestion that the postinasler at Boston had any 
interest in the contracts with the Department for the 
supply ofthe.se articles, is clearly shown by testimony 
to be without any futmdation in fact. 
'I’he conduct of the postmaster at I.owell, Mass., was 
«xaitiiiied, and nothing prejudicial to him is proved, ex­ 
cept a slight inattention to duty, which {»reduced no in­ 
jury to tlie public or individuals. 
’I’he connexion or interest which Mr O. B. Brown the 
late superintendent of .Mai! Contracts, may have had in 
mail contracts, has 
been investigated, and it appears

General, before the service vva.s commenced, required 
that the contractor should run through each way in 12 
hours, instead of 14 —for which tlie Postmaster General 
agreed to pay the increased expense. 
From theRe{)ort 
of the Postmaster General, and the letter of the ¡Super- 
iiiteudeut of mail contracts, both the majority and mi­ 
nority of the committee believed, that by reason of this 
change, night, instead of tbiy service, had been required 
of the contractor— but from the testimony before l!ie 
committee, it iqipeared that no such chaiigo was {no- 
duced— and that any increased nllovvanco must rest up­ 
on the increased expedition alone.
